It breaks up old nationalities and carries 
antagonism of proletariat and bourgeoisie to the uttermost 
point. In a word, the free trade system hastens the social 
revolution. 
How many Americans will echo Marx in supporting 
the Administration’s tariff proposals for the interesting 
reason that they cannot work; that they will produce 
large-scale social, economic and industrial distress; and 
that therefore they will hasten the collapse of our present 
government and its replacement by a dictatorship?
